NAME. 
l.->Tlie  Name  of  this  Society  shaU  be  «  Tbb  NaW- 

FOUNJDLANO   ChURCH  30CI£TY." 

OBJECTS. 
2. — The  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be,  (1)  to  con- 
tribute towards  the  maintenance  of  the  Clergy  and 
Licensed  Lay-Readers,  (2)  to  assist  in  the  erection, 
enlar(^emeut  or  repairs  of  Churches,  Parsonages,  or 
School  Rooms,  and  in  the  purchase  of  land  for  Olebe 
or  other  Church  purposes,  (3)  to  provide  for  sale  a 
supply  of  Bibles,  Prayer- Books,  SchooUBooks,  and 
otiior  Religious  Books  and  Tracts,  (4)  to  assist  in 
creating  and  sustaining  a  Special  Fund  for  the  endow- 
ment and  support  of  the  Theological  College  in  St. 
John's,  and  (5)  to  create  and  maintain  a  separate 
Fund  for  assisting  the  Widows  and  Children  of  du- 
ceased  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese. 

MEMBERS. 

3. — The  Morabers  of  this  Society  ihall  be,  (1)  all 
persons  who  shall  have  paid  to  their  Clergyman  or 
the  Treasurer  the  two  preceding  years  the  ananal 
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eum  ^f  ton  ihilliu  .r«  for  llit*  a^j  r^n  of  fh"  S  joloty  ;  arj-l 
(J)  u!l  (Jlur;4;>iU'jri  wh)  !ih:ill  luvu  otti-iafol  iu  N'e*r.

4. —  All  Mcrnliers  slmll  have  power  to  vote  at  lU« 
auuual  ttuJ  othor  gcia-rul  mtoLiii^s.

5  — The  OfTioors  of  thiti  Society  s\m\\  1)0  (I)  the 
Lord  l{i.Mh'>p  ot  llio  [)i(»eoso.  Prosid-nit ;  {'!)  the  Voner. 
al)lo  the  Archd'jncon  uiid  tho  Kural  Doaiif?,  Vice-Pr«j- 
flidents;  (.'V)  a  Troa-^iiror ;  and  (^4)  a  Socrotary  ;  tha 
last  two  to  bi5  (!ho:^(M\  hy  tlio  inemtmr.s  of  the  S ooitHy

MANAGERS. 

6. — The  Committee  of  Manajremeat  shall  consist 
of  the  officers  of  the  Society,  and  certain  Lay-Membera, 
elected  as  UeprcHentalives  in  each  of  the  Deanerioa; 
viz.,  four  elected  by  mcinbora  ot  tho  Society  resident 
in  the  Deanery  of  Avalon;  three  by  Members  resi- 
dent in  the  Deanery  of  Concnption  Bay ;  two  by 
Mcrabera  residei  t  in  the  DoaiuMv  of  Trinity  liay ;  two 
by  Members  rcsidont  in  tlie  Doanory  of  IJjnavista 
Bay;  three  by  Myuibijra  resident  in  the  Deanery  of 
Notre.Dame  Cay;  two  by  Moinbers  reaident  in  thfl 
Deanery  of  Placentia  Bav;  and  two  by  Members  re- 
sident it  the  Doanory  of  Fortune  Hay. 

7. — The  election  of  Uepre-ientatives  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows:— On  some  day  in  Easter  Week,  in  the  year 
1859,  and  in  every  pucceedins^  fourth  year,  a  Meetinir 
of  the  Members  resident  in  eaah  mission,  shall  ba 
convened  by  the  Clergyman  in  charge  at  some  conve- 
nient hour  and  place,  of  which  notice  shall  be  givea 
(with  the  Bi8hop'd  consent)    in  each  Church   in  tho 
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ilisfion,  on  "oiiio  Sin. 'lay  iti  lliu  prevjuug  luOLth ; 
ut  wbicli  Mcelin^  tUu  Ciorgyiuua  oi,  iu  Itiii  ub^teiico, 
Hoiiio  uititM'  ptM'^'ii)  tiK'i)  lo  bu  cliQHfU  by  tUo  MtSllll 
lifi'H  nIkiII  prcHide,  unil  liar  Mouibui'U  prOHUut  iibuL 
Tulu  seriatim  lor  tbe  picjciibud  uumbcr  ul  Uopreaeu- 
tttlivvH. 

8. — Whon  tho  volini;  whioli  may  be  continued,  if 
nrcot^sary  As.  bourd,  but  iiul  longer)  id  coiuplutud,  tho 
piOHiiiiiig  OilliHT  in  cucb  Mi.'Sion  nbull  report  the  re- 
Miit  to  tiiu  Kuiut  Dcun,  iiiiii  liiu  percuns  who  have  ob- 
taiiu  d  a  niuj'irity  o(  votcn  in  tho  Dcuncry,  ahull  be 
cicclcd  l{epr».'.>-ontaiivort  ;  prov\d('d  that  every  person 
to  hi;  u  nionibcr  of  the  Comiiiiitee  luutit  be  a  Couiiuu- 
iiicunt  oi  the  Church  ol  £ii;,'lund. 

9  — Tlie  l?ijrj\l  Doau  fhall  report  the  result  of  tho 
clcctinii  ill  his  Deanery  to  iho  t^eorutary  io  St.  Johu*», 
the  liiHt  convenient  o[)porHiiiity. 

10. — Tho  new  Ul  preHeniutives  bIiqII  be  convened  by 
tlie  Seeretary  at  the  Mic  hiieinias  Qiinrteriy  Meeting; 
until  wlijch  time  the  loruier  iUpresentativod  uhall 
continue  iu  oillce. 

II.  — As  ottcn  as  it  shall  become  necessary,  from 
ti.e  death,  ab.-uit'O  from  ihe  Colony,  resii^nation,  di«- 
qualilication,  or  refusal  to  s»;rvo,  of  any  of  the  Repre. 
tsentutiven,  to  appoint  anoilior  or  others  in  their  place, 
a  special  mcoiiii!^  of  the  Aleinbers,  in  the  Deanery 
where  the  vacancy  has  aihsen,  »}iall  (as  soou  as  the 
Jfuial  Dian,  or.  in  his  a'^t^nco,  the  Clerjiyman  next 
bi'riif)r  in  Ktundiijr  in  tiio  Di».'certO  may  in  hid  dii^cretiOii 
appoint)  i>e  convened  in  like  manner  as  tho  Easter 
nieetinti,  when  tlie  required  Ktpresentative  or  ReprO' 
sentatived  shall  in  like  manner  be  oleetod. 

12. — The  Prepideut  or  a  Vice-President,  and  six 
other  Members  of  the  Conmiitteo  bhall  be  competent 
10  manage  the  bubintsa  ul  eveiy  un.eting  duly  con- 
Ttntd. 
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13  — All  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  holding  tht 
Biabop's  license,  shall  be  cx-officio  honorary  Members 
of  the  Committee  with  the  right  of  speaking,  but  not 
with  the  exception  of  the  Officers,  of  TOtiog  at  iti 
Meetings. 

TRUSTEE. 

14.-^The  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  the 
Trustee  ot  this  Society,  and  shall  have  power  to  let  or 
to  take  houses  or  lands,  and  to  receive  all  rents  and 
interest  of  monies  as  the  same  shall  fall  due,  and 
shall  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  time 
being,  taking  his  receipt,  and  handing  it  over  to  the 
Committee. 

GENERAL  MEETLNGS. 

15 An  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  memberi 

and  friends  of  the  Society  shall  be  holden  in  St.  John's 
on  the  second  Thursday  alter  Trinity  Sunday,  or  as 
soon  after  as  the  Bishop  may  appoint.  The  Secretary 
shall  give  notice  to  each  of  the  Clergymeo  in  St. 
John's  who  shall  publish  it  [with  the  Bishop's  consent] 
in  his  Church  on  the  previous  Sunday. 

16. — At  the  Annual  General  Meeting  a  report  on 
the  state  of  the  Society,  with  the  Treasurer's  accounts 
duly  audited  shall  be  submitted  by  the  Committee,  to 
be  printed,  or  otherwise,  as  shall  be  then  and  there 
determined  by  the  members. 

17. — A  special  general  meeting  may  be  convened 
at  any  time,  [1]  by  the  President;  [2]  by  a  Vice- 
President  and  six  members  of  the  Committee;  or  [3] 
by  any  twelve  members  of  the  Society  whose  payments 
are  not  in  arrear ;  provided  notice  of  such  meeting  be 
duly  given  as  in  the  case  of  annual  general  meetings. 

18.~^The  Chairman  shall  not  vote  at  any  genara) 
meeting,  except  in  the  case  of  an  tquality  ol  votes. 
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COLLECTIONS. 

19  — It  '8  expccU'd  tliat  a  Collection  for  the  yoriooei 
objects  of  the  Society  will  be  made  every  year  by  every 
Clerf^yinaD  in  the  Diocese,  from  every  head  of  a  family 
and  every  hdnlt  member  of  the  Church  in  his  Mit^^iou, 
asBiRted  if  need  be  by  his  Chnrch-wardiins  and  other 
rospeciable  merobera  of  his  congiegation. 

20. — Every  Clergyman  shall  transmit  to  the  Secre- 
tary a  list  of  the  Contributors  to  the  objects  of  the 
Society  in  his  Mission,  with  the  amount  of  their  several 
payments,  and  to  the  Treasurer  ono'fourth  at  leant 
of  his  whole  collections  on  or  before  the  last  day  in 
every  year,  or  as  soon  after  as  practicable. 

N.  B. — This  Rule  does  not  apply  to  the  Clergy  of 
St.  John's,  who  shall  send  in  the  whole  of  their  Col- 
lections to  the  Treasurer. 

21. — All  Clergvmen  who  have  collected  as  far  as 
possible  from  every  head  of  a  family,  and  from  every 
adult  Member  of  the  Church  In  their  Missions,  towards 
the  objects  of  the  Society,  for  the  two  yeais  imme- 
diately preceding,  and  who  have  remitted  to  the  Trea- 
surer one-fourth  of  the  whole  Collections,  hhall  be 
entitled  to  assistance  from  the  funds  of  the  Society 
towards  any  of  its  objects  in  their  own  Mission ;  pro- 
vided that  no  Clergyman  shall  make  a  collection  for 
bis  own  maintenance  separate  from,  or  independent  of 
the  general  collections;  and  that  pew* rents  and  as- 
sessments be  not  considered  as  part  of  the  said  col* 
lection  or  collections. 

GRANTS. 

22. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  deter* 
mine  from  time  to  time  on  the  appropriation  of  the 
Fonda,  by  making  grants  towards  the  objects  of  the 
Society  under  the  recommendation  and  sauction  of  the 
President. 

23. — No  clergyman  declining  or  neglecting  to  ool 
lect  for  the  Society,  or  to   transmit  a  list  of  the  con 
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tributorg,  and  their  paTment?.  and  a  fourth  part  ol  his 
colleclion  (as  directed  in  Kulo  20)  shall  bo  entitled 
to  receive  any  grant**  Irom  the  Societj,  lor  himself,  or 
lor  an)  of  tho  objects  ol  tho  Society,  in  hh  Mission; 
provided  that  where  a  collection  has  been  duly  made, 
and  the  lint  with  the  tourth-part  of  the  collections 
Iransmiitcd  lor  the  two  previous  years  by  his  prede- 
ressor,  any  Clergyman  newly  in  charge  may,  before 
sending  hiu  annual  collections,  apk  and  receive  ior 
any  ot  the  objects  of  the  i^ociety,  excepting  only  his 
own  maintenance. 

24.— It  shall  be  competent  to  the  Committoe  to 
make  grants  in  the  usual  manner  to  any  Mission,  in 
connection  with  tho  Society,  which  supports  its  own 
Clergyman;  and  any  such  Mission  shall  be  held  to  be 
in  coimeetiot»  with  the  Society  whoee  Clergyman  sub- 
K^ribes  ten  shillings,  and  makes  a  collection  in  his 
Mitision,  annually  towards  the  general  iuuds  ol  the 
l;^ociotv. 

25. — If  a  Clergyman  leave  his  Mission  before  tbe 
timu  for  seitdiug  in  his  annual  co]l<>ction^  the  Commit- 
tee shall  have  power,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
I'reaident,  to  grant  him  a  sum  which  shall  rippear 
ttiuiiable.  ,, ,.  , 

DUTIKS  OF  OFFICERS. 

*6. — In  the  abeeice  ot  tho  President,  the  Archdea- 
con, or,  in  hi«  absence,  the  Senior  Vice-President 
hhall  take  the  ChaiF  at  all  meetings  of  the  Committee 
or  Mi'uibcrs,  and  t^UnW  have  a  casting  vote,     i'    t  ui^   -I 

i.*7. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  monies  for- 
warded to  him  for  tho  objects  ol  the  Society,  and  shall 
pay  or  di-i^biirse  the  same  as  detei mined  by  the  Com- 
iruttoe,  U(k1  sliab  furniHh  to  the  President  aud  Com- 
'iJiltee  a  fitateiucnl  of  acoouot-a  up  to,  ih©.  day.apppint- 
tf]  for  auduirif,  the  same.  .+•  .'  I-;:.'! 

28.—  No  money  t-hall  be  paid  or  disburped  by  the 
Treasurer  ticept  ou  u  wntliu  order,  hpooifyiug  the 
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arnouyt  to  be  pai'i,  and  its  ot>joct ;  wbich  order  must 
l>«  tti^fued  bf  tbti  Ctiuirmau  uf  the  Cotnoiittea  ut  wbioh 
ihe  ((raat  vat)  made,  or  in  t>i4  Abaisoe,  b/  ihe  Senivr 
Oflicgr  of  the  Society  iii  St.  Juhu'i. 

29. — The  Cuiatnittuu  shall  meet  for  the  despatch  of 
business  iu  St.  John'n^  on  the  firnt  Thursday  after 
erery  quarter  day,  at  2  o'clock,  p.  M. 

30. — A  special  inottiu^  of  the  Comniittce  may  h«i 
coQveued  at  any  tio'.e,  oliher  (1^  by  the  Presidtut,  or 
(2)  by  twro  Vice-Presideut»,  or  {'^)  by  any  fivo 
Members  of  the  Comuiittee;  provii'.ed  due  notice  of 
such  meeting  with  its  objects  be  given  the  day  before 
to  all  the  other  ineuibeis  of  the  Cotuuiittce  iu  St. 
John's. 

31. — At  a  special  meeting  to  be  holden  seven  days 
before  the  annual  meeting,  the  Commitiee  shall  ap- 
point  two  of  their  number  to  examine  the  Treai<urcr'tt 
Ascounta  up  to  that  season,  which  accounts  examined 
approved,  and  signed  by  the  Auditors  as  correct, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  to  be  by  them 
incorporated  iu  or  appended  to  the  next  yearly  Ueporn 
and  so  presented  to  the  members  at  the  next  auuuul 
general  meeting.  '  '   ' 

32. — The  Committee  shall  fix  the  salary  of  the  Sio* 
retary,  and  shall  provide  lor  ail  the  coutiugcut  espou- 
ses of  the  Committee  a.id  the  Society. 

,,,  oi    DUTIES  OF  TtiE  SECKETARY. 

^  33.— The  Secretary  shall  summon  and  attond  all 
meetings  of  th  Co.nmittce  and  Members,  and  vhall 
arrange  the  buniuess,  and  record  minutes  of  the  saniu 
to  be  signed  by  the  Chairman.  Ue  shall  prepare  tho 
Annual  Report,  and  superintend  the  priming  of  tho 
same;  shall  conduct  the  correfporidence  with  th<j 
Clergy  and  others  on  behalf  of  the  Committee ;  and 
shall  be  responeibie  for  the  safe  custody  of  all  bouk.-' 
receipts  and  papers  bcloni^Uig  to  the  Society. 
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PRAYERS. 
34.— All  moetings  of  the  Society,  or  of  tbe  Ouin- 
mittee,  shall  be  oponed  and  closed  with  the  prajers 
used  at  the  meetings  of  the  Sooiety  for  the  Propaga* 
tion  of  the  Gospel,  or  others  provided  for  the  purposo 
by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  ^  .    ^     l- •.  - 

ALTERATION  OF  RULE3. 

35. — These  Rules  may  be  altered,  repealed  or  add* 
ed  to  by  the  members  assembled  at  any  general  meet' 
ing;  provided  the  proposed  alteration  has  been  stated 
in  writing  by  any  person  intending  to  propose  it 
to  the  Secretary  at  least  a  month  before  for  the  in* 
formation  of  the  President  and  Committee,  and  that 
assent  has  been  given  to  it  by  the  President  and  a 
majority  of  the  whole  Commiitee  convened  for  its 
consideration;  and  provided  also,  that  it  shall  be 
competent  to  the  President  to  propose  any  alteration 
to  a  general  meeting,  notwithstanding  such  alteratioa 
inay  not  have  received  the  assent  ol  the  Committee. 

NEW  DEANERIES. 
36. — New  Deauoriea  created  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  shall  be  allowed  to  elect  Representatives  ,* 
provided  that  in  every  Deanery  there  shall  be  at  least 
two  resident  Clergymen,  and  ten  Charchos  and  Coiw 
grcgatious. 

SECURITIES. 
37. — At  each  annual  meetin^ic  there  shall  be  ap- 
pointed three  members  of  this  Society  who  shall  bo 
requested  to  examine  all  securities  belonging  to  the 
fXencral  funds  of  tltis  Society,  ur  belonging,  or  apper- 
taining to  the  Cler(;y  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund, 
or  to  any  other  fund  over  which  the  Society  has,  or 
^liall  have,  control,  and  to  report  in  writing:  to  th« 
^'resident,  or,  in  bid  absence,  to  the  Senior  Yioe-Pre 
eident  in  St.  John's,  their  opinion  npou  the  sufficiency 
&r  iiisuiBcicncy  of  the  same,  and  if  necessary  a  ppociftl 
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meetlu^'  of  tho  Couiinittee  Hlmll  be  coiivetied  to  cou' 
Sidor  gucb  report,  auvi  to  taka  eueh  aclioa  up.«u  iL  u4 
shall  bo  doomed  requinite. 

38. — All  Title  Deeds,  Mortgages  and  other  Securl 
ties  belonging  to  the  Society,  or  o?er  which  it  has 
control,  shall  be  deposited  and  preserved  in  a  suitable 
inaoiment  box  to  be  provided  by  the  President  for 
tho  time  being,  at  the  expense  of  the  Society,  and  to  bo 
always  kept  in  his  charge  'or  the  use  ol  the  Society. 

Note — While  it  is  expected  that  every  Clergjmau 
in  the  Colony  will  make  a  yearly  collection  for  the 
promotion  uf  the  objects  ot  the  Church  Society,  and 
impress  upon  every  individual  under  his  Pastoral 
charge,  the  obligations  by  which  he  is  bound  to  con- 
tribute thereto,  year  by  year, — the  system  of  the 
Church  Society  does  not  require  any  Clergyman  to 
withold  the  ordinances  of  the  Church  in  any  caso  of 
refusal  or  neglect  to  pay  towards  his  support.

1. — No  B;rant  shall  be  made  towardti  the  erection  of 
any  Gharoh,  School,  or  Parsonai^e,  or  towardd  the 
purchaso  of  any  Land  in  auy  MiaaioD  or  settlement, 
Qiitil  the  land  hax  been  secured  in  trust,  for  the  Mem* 
bers  of  the  Church  of  Eaglaod  reaideut  ia  the  said

2. — No  f^raot  shall  be  made  towards  the  erection 
of  auy  Church,  School  or  P&rsonae^e,  until  a  plan  with 
an  etitimatb  of  the  cotit,  aud  the  moans  of  meeting  the 
cost,  have  been  submitted  to  the  Committee. 

3. — No  grant  to  any  Church  shall  exceed  one-third, 
and  no  grant  to  any  School  or  Parsonage,  shall  ex- 
need  one-fouith  of  the  estimated  and  probable  coft; 
except  under  special  circumstances,  approved  by  tho 
Committee. 

4. — The  first  moiety  of  any  prant  towards  the  erec- 
tion of  any  Church,  School,  or  Parsonage,  shall  not  be 
payable  until  the  building  is  at  least  boarded  all  round 
end  covered  in ;  aud  the  second  moiety  nhall  not  b<i 
payable  until  the  building  is  finished  aud  ready  for 
occupation  aud  use. 

N.  B.--AI1  the  above  rules  shall  apply  in  respect  of 
the  enlargement  ol  any  Church,  School  or  Parsonage 

Huutie. 
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UErAlRS. 

5. —No  grant  shall  Ue  made  towarda  llie  repair  of 
nny  Chorcli,  School,  or  Purponapo  IJcuse,  until  an  eg- 
liinate  of  the  coj»t,  and  the  maans  of  meeting  the  cost, 
have  beea  eubiuitted  to  the  CoiniDittee. 

6.— No  grant  shall  he  made  until  after  an  interval 
of  Bo?en  years  from  the  last  grant  for  a  like  purpose; 
and  no  grant  towards  the  repair,  including  paintintr, 
of  any  Church  shall  excec  d  one-half,  or  of  any  School 
or  Parsonage  one-third  of  the  probable  and  e»timated 
cost;  except  under  special  circamsiaucos,  approved 
by  the   Committee. 

7.-  No  grant  towards  the  repair  of  any  Clinrch, 
School,  or  Parsonage  House  shall  be  payable  until 
the  work  is  fully  completed,  and  the  cost  ascertained, 
aRd  the  whole  amount,  with  the  Society's  grant  provi-

At  the  Twenty  .ninth  Aanivorsary  of  the  New. 
foundland  Ohuroh  Society  holden  at  St.  John's  in  the 
Cathedral  Sonduy  School  Building  on  Thursday,  June 
30,  1870.  The  chair  was  taken  at  half-paet  ecTrn 
o'clocic,  p.  M.,  by  the  Right  Rev.  the  Lord  Bi»hop, 
President,  who  reqoett^ed  the  Rev.  O.  M.  Johnson 
to  open  the  meeting  with  the  usual  prayers.    , 

After  prayer  the  bneinei a  of  the  evening  commeDced 
with  the  reading  of  the  Report  and  of  the  Treasurer's 
Accouots,  after  which  the  following  Repolutiona  wero 
proposed,  seconded,  and  carried  unanimously: 

Ist.  Moved   by  Rev.  T.  Boone,  seconded  by  W.  V. 

Whiteway,  Esq.,  Q.C.  :— 

That  the  Report  now  read  be  adopted,  and  printed  with  the  Trea- 
surer's accounts. 

2nd.  Moved  by  the  Rov.  Edward  Botwood,  seconded 
by  the  Rev.  E.  Colley  : 

That  this  mesting  desires  to  record  with  inimbic  and  hearty  grati- 
tude its  devout  nense  of  the  great  goodness  (it}Almighty  God  in 
prospering  the  eHorls  of  the  Church  Society,  during  the  past  year. 

3rd.  Moved  by  the  Rt.  Rov.  Lord  Bishop,  Coadjutor, 
aecouded  by  W.  U,  Mare,  Esq- : 

That  this  meeting  congratulates  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
and  the  Church  in  this  Colony,  on  the  success  that  has  attended  His 
Lordship's  endcavuura  to  raise  a  fuod  for  the  endowment  of  the  Theo- 
logical College  in  this  Colony.

Upon  the  diminished  amount  against  the  Cathedral 
coimrcgatiou  it  ma*  be  remarked  that  the  loss  of 
£40  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  removal  of  three 
individuals  who  have  left  the  Colony  during  the  year 
that  has  elapsed  since  the  last  return  was  made, 
bolides  whom  upwards  of  thirty  others  have  aleo 
emigrated  within  the  same  time,  or  have  been  remov- 
ed by  death  from  amongst  us.  Ou  the  other  hand 
between  forty  and  fifty  have  been  added  to  the  list,, 
but  iua^^much  aei  ouly  three  of  the  now  contributions

It  ia  hoped  that  the  preieat  improTed  and  proD\if« 
ioii;  ocnditioD  of  the  Coluuy  will  result,  by  the  time 
another  annual  muciinK  occurs,  in  still  larger  increase 
in  the  Clergy  collections,  and  that  in  the  courve  of 
time  the  working  balance  of  the  Society  will  again 
reach  the  amount  at  which  it  stood  a  lew  years  ago. 
The  occasion  may  come  when  it  may  be  desirable  to 
make  a  grant  in  aid  of  some  important  object  similar 
to  those  made  for  the  foundation  of  the  Clergy 
NVidow's  Fund,  the  Society  lor  promoting  Christian 
Knowledge  Depot,  or  the  Theological  College  En- 
dowment Fund,  aud  it  would  be  a  matter  for  regret 
should  such  a  call  come,  (as  for  the  endowment  of  th« 
Bishopric,)  and  the  Society  be  unable  to  meet  the  call. 
At  present  this  would  assuredly  be  the  case  since  tho 
balance  declared  is  not  more  than  enough  for  tho 
Clergy  standing  votes  and  others  which  havo  been  re- 
ferred to  of  a  conditional  character  already  made, 
which  may  or  will  be  required  before  the  time  comoa 
when  new  collections  will  be  due.  The  Committee 
commend  thia  statement  to  the  tboaghtful  considera- 
tion and  remembrance  of  Clergy  and  Laity  of  our 
Charch  alike,  as  a  matter  ot  much  ooaceru  to  all. 
Wherever  the  fpiriiuul  wellure  of  tlie  fl>cli  ia  careful- 


ly  tpn(3ed  hy  the  oppouited  pastnr,  eolirilodc  for  t)»e 
iemporal  weltare  ut  tbe  8li«phord,  will  be  tbt>  natural 
result,  if  bis  efforts  be  appreciated  a?  they  f»bcuid  be, 
that  80  be  may  continue  to  diecbargo  his  beneficial 
daty  without  distractioD. 
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CXEKOY    WIDOW'S  AND  OKPHAN'S  FUND. 

Next  in  importance  to  the  General  fundfl  of  this 
Society  is  tbe  special  fund  bearing  the  above  name 
and  title.  No  one  wbo  at  all  thinks  upon  the  subject 
nan  fail  to  see  how  great  its  benefit  must  be  felt  to 
be  among  men,  so  situated  that  they  cannot  expect  to 
be  able  like  those  in  other  callings  to  provide  in  any 
suitable  degree,  if  in  any  way  at  all,  for  the  wants  of 
those  whom  they  may  leave  behind  as  Widows  and 
Orphans.  For  several  years  from  the  establi&hmeut 
ol  the  fund,  one  only  claim  arose  and  its  capital  accu- 
mulated rapidly.  At  this  time  last  year,  though  a  third 
death  among  the  Clergy  was  known  to  have  occurred, 
but  two  widows  were  on  the  pension  list;  since  that 
time  it  is  the  melanclio'y  duty  of  your  Committee  to 
report  tbe  removal  of  the  Rev.  O.  Rouse  of  Bay  de 
Vurds,  by  typliiis  fever,  taken  iu  the  discbarge  ol  bis 
duty  ol  visiting  the  sick  when  fever  was  prevalent 
amonsf  hie  flock,  after  twenty-two  years  fauhful  and 
laborious  duty  at  the  same  post  without  rest  or 
change  of  aBy  kind;  of  the  Rev.  W.  W  LcGallais, 
drowned  on  the  eve  of  S.  S.  Simon  and  Jude  at  Chan, 
nel  after  twelve  years  arduous  service  in  that  mission, 
with  two  others  who  were  conveying  him  home  after  a 
visit  to  a  sick  parie>hioner;  a  homo  he  was  most  anxious 
to  reach  not  only  for  the  fake  of  a  sick  child,  but  for  the 
services  of  the  Church  ou  the  day  following;  of  the  Rev. 
A.  M.  Oakley,  who  died  of  consumption  at  Fopo.  on 
All  Saints  day  last,  and  lastly  of  the  Rev.  H.  Lind, 
whose  decease  took  place  last  month  at  St.  George's 
baVj  ^ftwr  «ii  illnorja  ol  long  dtuii(lin^,oi  a  vtr^  painful 
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oharaoler,    nntwiiljHt'miiiiii^-     whioh     ho     ootiiinurii    :^ 
labor  t'ur  thoso  um(ut»(  wliom   hid   lot  hal   beeu  uiAtiy 
years  cANt  in  Iho  Pruvidt-hue  of  Qod  till  the  growth  of 
h'\»  malady  and  incroase  of  phystical  weakness,  utterly 
disabled  him  and  oofnpelled  him  to  de^ii^t.    For  the  wi- 
dojrii  of  all  theno  Clergy  proviHioo  has  buon  made  from 
time  to  time  th;is   far.     Hitherto  a  g;rai)t  of  £lO  per 
annum  has  been  made  in  all  cases  aliicc.  but  novr  that 
the  claims  amount  at  tliis  rate  to  £280  per  annum,  out 
of  a  present  yearly  income  of  about  £350,  it  bocomea 
an  anxious  qiicntion  wit!)  your    Committee,    whether 
they     can    continue     to    vote    lur     the     future    an 
allowance  of   so    iart^o  a    Hum.       Opportunity     will 
be    given    foe    discussing;    thij    question,  when     the 
resolution  of  which  notice  was  given  last  year  i(^  con- 
sidered.    Your  Committee  do  not  witjli  to  diminisli, 
but  rather  would  desire    increase  if  pos8il)|o  on  the 
average  amount    of    pension  to    be  in  luture    given. 
Anxiety  to  deal  wisely  with  the  fund  has  led  them  to 
notice  the  evidei»t  disparity    betw<-*en  the    apparent 
needs  of  some  of  those  already  on  tlio  widow:*  licit, 
and  they  take  this  opportunity  of    throwing  out  the 
suggestion  whether  after  voting  all  widows  the  <(\jai- 
anleed  amount  of  ^30  it  may  not  be  advisable  to  sup. 
plement  this  sum  with  any  surplus  which  from  year 
to  year  they  may  think  themselves  ahlo  to  grant,  with 
a  vote  of  so  much  per  head  to  children  under  the  agea

Since  the  last  meeiin^  the  care  ol  the  book  depot 
baa  been  transferred  from  Mr.  Burton  to  Mrs.  Roase. 
It  \i  hoped  that  Mrs.  Rouse  may  find  its  management 
beneficial  to  her,  and  that  the  change  may  be  advan. 
tageous  to  the  fnrtherance  of  thn  objects  of  the 
Church  Society  in  the  orit^inal  establishment  of  the 
depository.  A  considerable  number  of  books  of  all 
kinds  have  been  supplied  this  year,  rery  many  of 
which  have  been  already  disttributed  by  sale.  The 
Depot  S<ib-C3mmittee  undertake  to  maintain  the 
Qsual  supplies  of  books,  and  to  replenish  them  as  oftoa 
as  required.  The  House  in  whicii  the  depository  is 
Dov  kept  is  No.  296  Water  Street,  somewhat  higher 
up  the  town  than  formerly,  and  opposite  Messrs.  0'- 
Dwyer  &  Co.'s.  Any  of  the  books  in  Stock  may  be 
obtained  on  application  to  Mrs.  Rouse  during  the  nsnal 
busineHS  hours.  The  value  of  books  sold  has  increas- 
ed during  the  past  year,  but  promises  to  be  mach  lar- 
ger during  the  present  year. 

ENDO^VMENT  FUND. 

This  fund  still  continued  flourisli  and  increase.  AH 
the  subscriptions  promised  in  St.  John's  of  which  X70 
or  X80  were  due  at  the  time  of  the  last  annual  meet- 
ing have  since  been  paid,  and  some  additional  one* 
sent  in.

1.— The  Nrwfoundland  Church  Society's  Spe- 
cial Fund,  for  assisting  tho  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
deceased  Ciergyraen  of  the  Diooenc  cf  Newtouudland, 
Bhali  consist  of  all  monies  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of 
tlic  Society  for  that  object. 

2. — The  Committee  of  the  Church  Society  shall 
liuvo  tho  mauagonient  of  the  Fund. 

3. — Every  Hundred  Pounds  of  available  surplus 
nhall  be  invested  by  the  Committee  as  opportunities 
occur.  Smaller  sums  shall  be  deposited  every  quarter 
in  tile  Savings'  Bank. 

4.~  All  Clergymen  in  the  Drocese  holding  the 
Bishop's  license  may  secure  the  benefit  of  this  Fund 
by  contributing  within  six  months  fiom  the  time  of 
obtaining  their  License  from  the  Hi«hop  as  follows: — 
(I)  Uumarribd  Clergymen  and  Widowers  without  a 
child,  one  pound  (£1)  per  annum:  (2)  Married 
Clergymen  (and  such  aa  shall  afterwards  bocomo 
married,)  and  Widowers  with  a  child,  two  pounds 
(X2)  per  annum.

6. — Any  Clergyman  neglecting  to  subscribe  accord- 
ing to  Rule  4,  or  to  pay  his  ancnal  subscription  withia 
the  time  limited  by  Rule  5,  may.  if  the  Committee 
see  fit  to  admit  or  re*admit  him,  secure  the  benefit  of 
the  Fund  by  the  payment  of  two  pounds  ten  shillings 
(X2  10)  if  married  or  a  widower  with  a  child ;  and 
one  pound  ten  shillings  (£1  lOii.)  if  unmarried  or  a 
widower  without  a  child,  from  the  day  on  which  the 
last  annual  subscription  he  paid  was  due,  or  from  the 
date  of  his  being  licensed  by  the  Bishop,  and  from 
the  date  of  such  admission,  or  re-admission,  he  shuU 
come  under  the  operation  of  Rule  4. 

7. — Every  C/ergyman  securing  the  benefit  of  this 
Fund  will  be  required  to  make  a  yearly  collection  for 
the  same  in  his  Mission,  and  to  forward  the  amount 
with  his  own  annual  subscription  to  the  Treasurer. 

8. — The  Widow  of  every  Clergyman  who  shall  have 
paid  his  annual  subscription,  and  forwarded  an  annual 
collection,  till  his  death,  or  till  incapacitated  by  mental 
or  bodily  infirmity,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  year* 
]y  Pension  of  thirty  pounds  (£30)  currency,  during 
widowhood. 

9. — If  the  Fund  should  at  any  time  permit,  the 
Committee  may  increase  the  amount  of  Pension  to  any 
sum  not  exceeding  £50 ;  such  an  addition,  however, 
being  subject  to  be  withdrawn  wholly  or  in  part,
